APPARATUS AFFECTED: All 28- and 35-type Typing Units; TP150841 Bearing used on multi-stop 
clutch assemblies. 


OBJECT: Tce facilitate manufacture and reduce the possibility of wear and breakage. 


CHANGE: The material is to be changed from a Sintered Metal ASM B282 class B, SM300 which is a 
bronze compound to Stainless Steel, Spec. 31,068, Type 480F. The method of manufacture is to be 
changed so that the locating flats are now shear formed.
